1,600 tons were sent down either by 
mines or submarines, while' nine at­ 
tacks on merchantmen by the devilish 
little hornets of the sea ended 
in 
failure. 
The loss of tonnage, while 
large, is insignificant in comparison 
with the announced sailings of 2,789 
ships. Should the Germans be able to 
maintain this ratio of destruction for 
the weeks to come—which they can’t— 
the increased output of the shipyards 
would almost replace, the losses. 
It never has been th£ purpose of the

BRIER HOTTER IN TROPICS 


Irtflliah PhyaJoian’s experimenta Shaw 
Why Chano# In Climate AfTeeta 
Pip* Smokers So Greatly. 


It has long been known that pipe 
smokers in the tropica have to aban­ 
don the brier. They usually wonder why 
the change of climate ahould work 
such a great change in the amount of 
satisfaction to be derived from a pipe. 
Thla bps been answered by an Eng­ 
lish physician, Dr. Gilbert Brooks, 
who recently conducted a series of ex­ 
perimenta tn Singapore. These are his 
conclusions 
Moist tobacco gives hotter smoke 
than dry tobacco. 
Fine tobacco glvea markedly hotter 
■moke than coarse-cut tobacco. 
Smoke from brier la considerably 
hotter In the tropics than In cold cli­ 
ma tea, 
especially with 
fine-cut to­ 
baccos. 
Smoke from brier Is always hotter 
than 
breath 
temperature, 
although 
with a coarse tobacco on a cold win­ 
ter's day the difference In temperature 
would hardly be noticeable. 
Variations In air temperature or In 
tha type of tobacco used have com­ 
paratively little effect on the tempera­ 
ture of calabash smoke—th* latter al­ 
ways being cooler than the tempera­ 
ture of the breath.

Calabash smoke la 14 to 24 degrees 
cooler than brier. 
A’ coarse-cut 
tobacco, 
dry 
and 
smoked In a calabash would seam to 
be the acme of cool-pipe smoking.— 
Philadelphia Record.

The Hclenre of Sterellzatloi». 
The great secret of canning or pre­ 
serving lies in complete sterelizatlon. 
The air we breath, the water we dr»nk, 
all frulta and vegetables are teeming 
with minute forms of life which we 
call baoferia. 
The exclusion of all 
from canned articles, which was for­ 
merly supposed to be so important, 
Is unnecessary, provided the air is 
sterile or free from germs; in other 
words, air which has been aterlllzea 
or freed from germs by heat or me­ 
chanical means can be passed con­ 
tinuously over canned articles with­ 
out affecting them. If a glass bottle 
is filled with some vegetable that or­ 
dinary spoils rapidly—for Instance, 
string beans—and Instead of a cork 
it is stoppered with a thick plug 01 
cotton and heated until all germ life 
is destroyed, the beans will keep In­ 
definitely. 
Germs which cause decay may be 
divided Into 
three ’classes—yeasts, 
molds and bacteria. 
All three 
ol 
these are themselves plants of a verj 
low order, and all attack other plants 
of a higher order in somewhat the 
same way. 
Every housewife is fa­ 
miliar with the yeast plant and its 
habita. It thrives iu substances con­ 
taining sugar, which it decomposes or 
breaks up Into carbonic acid and al­ 
cohol. 
This fact is made use of hi 
bread making, as well as in the manu­ 
facture of distilled spirits. . Yeasts 
are easily killed, so they can be left 
out of |on$ideratlon in canning veg­ 
etables. Molds, like yeasts, thrive in 
mixtures containing sugar, as well as 
In acid vegetables, such as the tomato, 
where neither yeasts 
nor 
bacteria 
readily grow. Although more resist­ 
ant to heat than yeasts, 
they are 
usually killed at the temperature of 
boiling water. 
As 
a 
general rule, 
molds are likely to attack jellies and 
preserves and are not concerned with 
the spoiling of canned vegetables. The 
spoiling of vegetables is due prim­ 
arily to bacteria.

In fact many fanners who fed 
milage daring the past winter report 
hat they got excellent results and 
would not think of milking cows again 
without n ailo even if they were sure 
of an abundaneo of velvet bean pas­ 
ture. In many cases the ado has sped 
sd the difference between profit and 
!oaa on dairy farms right here in Ala­ 
bama this season. 
We should feed our cows, first all 
he pasturage or sllago they will oat; 
•bon what hay (preferably a legume 
such as cow-pea, peanut, soy bean, or 
alfalfa) they will clean up; and grain 
ha proportion to their individual abil­ 
ity to produce milk. 
When on good 
pasture, a cow does not require much 
!f any hay or grain unless she can 
produce over fifteen or twenty pounds 
of milk per day. 
„ Very satisfactory results follow the 
'ceding of velvet begns (In the pod or 
ground) alone aa the grain part of a 
dairy ration, but It la more profitable 
to feed some com meal (or com and 
cob meal) and a small percent of cot­ 
ton seed meal (not over one-fourth of 
each) with the bean*.
